DEERE RUN was the name selected for the 
Bed & Breakfast Home for two reasons: not only are 
there many white-tailed deer that roam the farmland 
around the home, but John Deere equipment is 
used mostly in working the land.

Bob is a full-time farmer, operating with 1.500 
acres of corn and soybeans in two adjoining coun- 
ties of Indiana and Illinois, and also in cooperation 
with other family members. He walks 5 to 6 miles 
almost every day at the local mall since having had 
heart bypass surgery in 1983.

Dorothea finished her Vocational Home Eco- 
nomic Education Degree in 1963, completed a 
masters, a sixth year, had an assistantship assignment 
for three years at Indiana State, and then taught 
Home Economics in the Vigo County School Cor- 
poration for 20 years before retiring in 1986.
